The ticker tape fell as much as 
three minutes behind trading in 
the rush of liquidation in the fi- 
nal minutes of the day on the 
New York Stock Exchange. 

Earlier the market had gone 
down, then lifted as buyers came 
forward in greater number, and 
then slumped again. Many lead- 
ers later had come back a little 
before the final smart down- 
swing. 

Analysts, who had come for- 
ward with reasons for both the 
advance and the retreats, finally 
described the market as “jittery.’ 
The volume of trading was heavy. 


The United Press estimated the 
$1 to $11 slump yesterday cut 
share values nearly three billion 
dollars. Last week a loss of five 
billions was suffered in two days. 


Market Slump “Interlude,” Says 
Joseph E. Davies. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (UP)

| LONDON, Sept. 10 (AP)—Sir 
Amos L. Ayre forecast the de- 
velopment of high speed ships 
powered by nuclear energy in an 
address tonight to the Institute 
of Marine Engineers.

RETAIL PRICES 
FOR MEAT AGAIN 
UNDER CONTROL 


Ceilings Average 12 Pct. 
More Than June 30 
Mark—Cattle Receipts 
at Record Tuesday Low. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP) 
—Meat went back under OPA 
ceilings today after 71 days—and 
housewives in many cities had to 
turn to poultry and fish markets 
to round out their menus. Even 
the Army said it might. have to 
likewise unless the meat 
shortage abates. 

Cattle receipts in the nation’s 


12 largest markets hit a new low 
today. The Department of Agri- 
culture said the deliveries were 
the lowest on record for Tuesday. 
They were more than 50 per cent 
lower than yesterday, 

The department reported that 
federally-inspected slaughtering 
plants in the last week—the first 
week under new livestock ceilings 
—fell 73 per cent in production 
from the previous seven-day peri- 
od when there were no controls 
on meats at any stage from hoof 
to dinner table. : 
The total production for the 
week ended Sept. 7 was 74,000,000 
pounds — lowest level for any 
week in 1946. It compared with 
269,000,000 pounds the previous 
week and 249.000,000 pounds for 
the corresponding week last year. 

Sharp Drop in Marketing. 
The décline, beginning to be felt 
in short retail supplies, reflects a 
sharp drop in farm marketings of 
livestock after meat animals were 
placed back under price controls 
Sept. 1. 

The department had no esti 
mates on the quantity produced 
by non-federally inspected slaugh- 
terers. 

All meat now being produced 
is being released either for civilian 
consumption or for American mil- 
itary forces. Officials said no 
meat is being bought for ship- 
ment to other countries. 

The new butcher shop prices 
average 12 per cent higher than 
on June 30 when OPA lapsed. 
The new ceilings are lower than 
most recent prices, but they are 
meaningless in many communities 
because counters are bare. 

How long the shortage will last 
became a prime topic not only 
among OPA and Agriculture De- 
partment experts but among 
Army food buyers as well. Any 
return to consumer rationing ap- 
peared to be out. 

One remedy being talked at the 
Agriculture Department is a possi- 
ble price increase to encourage 
greater production on the farms,

Sylvan Holstine, owner of the 
Leader department store and au- 
thor of a four-column advertise- 
ment which appeared in the Lima 
News challenging the CPA’s cloth- 
ing shortage estimates, comment- 
d: . 


“If the CPA man ih Washing- 
ton who is suitless and shirtless 
will call at the Leader store Thurs- 
day, his order will be filled.” 

All he has to do is call at our 
men’s cothing department and ask 
for his size. It just happens that 
we have a very fine brown worsted 
in a single-breasted style that 
should just fit his figure and con- 
servative personality.” 

“Ordinarily we do not stock a 


37 long suit in any quantity be- 
cause it is only occasionally that 
high school boys, for whom the 
suits are designed, wear a full 
suit. 

“He can stop at the shirt coun- 
ter and pick out some nice white 
broadcloth shirts, a stock of which 
we have managed to maintain in 
spite of OPA scare publicity. 

“Barring a continuance of scare 
publicity, the average man will 
not have to worry about clothing 
shortages.” 

‘Commenting on the Lima ad- 
vertisement challenging his short- 
age statement, the CPA man had 
said at Washington: 

“I hope we’re wrong on’ our 
men’s clothing figures. I have a 
personal reason for that. You see, 
I have been scouting around for 
a size 37 long suit and some white 
shirts, 15 neck and 34 sleeves.”

on Cold Storage Plants, 
and Estimate About 
300,000 Pounds Is Held 
for Large Shops. 


Agents of the Office of Price 
Administration today began a spot 
check of St. Louis area retail mar- 


kets to determine-compliance with 
new OPA retail meat ceiling prices 
which became effective today. 

The OPA announced that agents 
have found “Aa considerable 
amount of meat stored for the 
accounts of a good many large 
retailers in St. Louis.” The an- 
nouncement said the agency 
“euessed” that the amount in 
storage for retailers is “more than 
300,000 pounds.” 

“We are continuing to check 
withdrawal of this meat which 
was placed in storage when prices 
were exceptionally high,” the OPA 
statement continued. “This meat 
cannot be sold at legitimate ceil- 
ing prices without a loss to the 
seller. 

“We will station men at all re- 
tail markets where such meat will 
be resold and caution the retailer 
against sales in excess of ceiling 
prices.” 

Co-operation of Dealers Sought. 

The OPA said it will be “ex- 
ceptionally vigilant” in checking 
activities of known black market 
operators of the past. The agency 
also requested co-operation of all 
retailers in reporting proposed 
sales to them at prices above 
wholesale ceilings, 

As the area spot check on re- 
tailers opened, one OPA official 
said agents are resolved to crack 
down on any black market sales 
“as quickly as they start.” Retail- 
ers, however, expressed the view 
that investigators not only will 
fail to find any ceiling violations 
but also will fail to find any meat 
in their stores. 

* One market owner summed up 
the situation: “The OPA won't 
find me selling meat above ceiling. 
In fact, they won’t find me selling 
meat at any price, I just haven't 
got any.” 

At Union Market, where butcher 
stalls normally do a rushing busi- 
ness, not even a soup bone was to 
be seen. A butcher sitting with 
folded arms on a meat block said 
to a reporter: “Take a look; were 
as bare as Mother Hubbard’s cup- 
board.” 

Few Cuts at Big Market. 
Most of the meat department at 
the huge Hampton Village mar- 
ket in southwest St. Louis was 
closed down temporarily today be- 
cause of lack of supplies. The 
department manager said only a 
few cuts were left from the week- 
end buying rush. 

Livestock receipts at National 
Stockyards continued at low lev- 
els today, but some slaughtering 
was done at the Hunter and Ar- 
mour packing plants for the first 
time since late last week. 

At Hunter’s, seven steers and

FLASH OF ATOM BOMB BLASTS 
SUGGESTED TO SIGNAL MARS 


Scientists Reported Giving 
Serious Consideration To 
Proposal. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 10 (UP) — A 
Notre Dame University scientist 
suggested today that the flash of 
exploding atomic bombs be used 

to signal Mars. 

Dr. Milton Burton, a professor 
of chemistry who was in charge 
of radiation chemistry on the 
Army’s Manhattan Project, said 
he might have scoffed at the idea 
a few months ago, but ‘the Bikini 
tests changed his mind. 

Attending the meeting of the 
American Chemical Society, Bur- 
ton said scientists had given seri- 
ous consideration to the use of 
atomic flashes to signal Mars. 

“Perhaps bombs could be ex- 
ploded in a one-one, then a two- 
two pattern,” he said. “That is, 
one flash quickly followed by two 
more. This simple pattern easily 
could be understood as an at- 
tempt to establish a signal code, 
provided there was civilization 
approximating ours on Mars.” 


2 PCT, PRICE RISE IN MONTH 
IN GOODS IN COMMON USE 


Labor Bureau Repért Shows Ad- 
vance in Food in Cities 


Was 3 Pct. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP) 
—Prices of goods and_ services 
commonly used by city workers 
with moderate incomes rose 2 per 
cent between mid-July and mid- 
August, the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics reported today. Food prices 
advanced about 3.5 per cent. Prices 
of other essentials rose less than 
1 per cent. 

At the time of the survey Aug. 
15, price controls had been re- 
stored on four-fifths of the typical 
wage earner’s purchases. 

The 2 per cent rise between July 
15 and Aug. 15 brought the con- 
sumers’ price index to about 144 
per cent of the 1935-39 average. On 
Aug. 15 retail prices were 8 per 
cent higher than in mid-June be- 
fore the elimination of subsidies 
and OPA controls. They were 11 
per cent higher than a year ago

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP)— 
A list of about 5000 women who 
sponsored the launching of war-

Assistant Secretary 
Makes Report on Re- 
turn From Pacific 
Coast—Ship Owners’ 
Head Urges. Reversal. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP) 
~—Secretary of Labor Schwellen- 
bach’s peace emissary to striking 
AFL maritime workers reported 
today he was convinced that only 
a reversal of the Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board’s “pay cut” decision, 
would terminate the paralyzing 
shutdown of the nation’s seaports, 
now in its sixth day. 

The report was made by Assist- 
ant Secretary Philip Hannah on 
his return to Washington from a 
trip to San Francisco for a con- 
ference with Harry Lundeberg, 
president of the Seafarers Inter- 
national Union and Secretary of 
the Sailors Union of the Pacific, 
both AFL. As Hannah made his 
report to Schwellenbach, the wage 
board was holding a meeting on 
the question of reconsidering its 
wage decision. J. B. Bryan, pres- 
ident of the Pacific American 
Shipowners Association, urged the 
board to approve the full pay 
rise won by union seamen in re- 
cent contract negotiations. 

The operators agreed to in- 
ereases of $22.50 a month on the 
west coast and $27.50 a month on 
the east coast, but the board pared 
the amount to $17.50—the amount 
awarded to CIO seamen last Jung, 
in settlement of a_ threatened 
strike. 

No AFL Spokesmen Attend. 


Spokesmen for the two AFL 
unions did not attend the hearing. 


YUGOSLAVS AGREE TO PAY 
FOR U. S. AIRMEN’S LIVES 


Clayton Says, However, They Question De- 
mand for Indemnity for Downed 
American Planes. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP)— 
Under Secretary of State William 
L. Clayton said today that Yugo- 
slavia has tentatively agreed to 
the principle of paying an in- 
demnity for the loss of five Ame» 
ican lives in the forced crashes 
of two planes last month. 

Yugoslavian officials, in pre- 
liminary conversations with Am- 
bassador Richard C. Patterson, 
have raised a question as to 
whether they should pay also for 
the planes, Clayton told a press 
conference, 

He said the State Department 
had indicated to Patterson the 
amount the United States believes 
suitable for the indemnity pay- 
ment. He declined to make the 
figure public. 

Clayton restated the position 
taken by the Government yester- 
day that it would not intervene to 
halt UNRRA shipments to Yugo- 
slavia because of American dif- 
ferences with Premier Josip 
(Tito) Broz. 

He said the Department was 


sorry to see the AFL Longshore- 
men’s Union take matters into its 
own hands and refuse to load 
ships with supplies for Yugo- 
slavia. ; 

In answer to questions, Clayton 
said the government has received 
| reports that UNRRA supplies have 
been unfairly and politically dis- 
tributed not only in Yugoslavia 
but in other countries. By and 
large, however, he said, the United 
States believes distribution in all 
countries has been on a fair and 
equitable basis. 

Clayton also said the State De- 
partment was getting reports that 
the Russians were exacting repa- 
rations from current production in 
their zone of Germany. He added 
these were only reports and that 
in any case he is not sure such 
removals would violate the Pots- 
dam agreement. 

The State Department favors an 
Export-Import Bank loan to Brazil 
of about $50,000,000 to get that 
country started on its postwar 
transportation program, he said.

MOSCOW, Sept. 10. (AP) — 
Izvestia and Red Star published 
a 1000-word Tass dispatch from 
New York today quoting unfavor- 
able comment of two newspapers 
and two radio commentators on 
the Stuttgart speech of United 
States Secretary of State James F. 
Byrnes Friday. The dispatch 
quoted the newspaper PM and 
the New York Post and Radio 
Commentators Johannes Steel and 
Frank Kingdon.

With the House returning to 
work yesterday after a two-month 
summer vacation, the Mayor is 
buttonholing: legislators in hotel 
lobbies and conferring with lead- 
ers of both parties in hope of win- 
ning sufficient support for the 
vital measure before the Legisla- 
ture adjourns for good within the 
next few weeks, 

With him are Paul J. Kaveney, 
secretary of the St. Louis Hous- 
ing Authority, and Assistant City 
Counselor Aubrey B. Hamilton. 
They plan to remain here several 
days, in expectation that the bill 
will be called up for action to- 
morrow or Thursday. 

“This matter is of great im- 
portance to St. Louis in view of 
the critical housing shortage,” the 
Mayor explained. “The bill must 
be passed in order for the city 
to qualify for federal aid in con- 
struction of a third housing group 
in the near downtown area.” 

The Carr Square and Clinton- 
Peabody housing projects were 
constructed in St. Louis with Gov- 
ernment aid under a 1939 state 
act. Because of a technical con- 
flict with the new State Constitu- 
tion, revision of the law is neces- 
sary to retain tax exemption for 
new public mass-housing proj- 
ects. 

A third St. Louis low-rent hous- 
ing group, containing 550 units 
and costing about $3,500,000, has 
been proposed. It would occupy an 
area bounded by Sixth, Eighth, 
Biddle and an alley south of Cass 
avenue, 

Although the new bill is merely 
corrective and will permit con- 
tinuation of public housing work, 
considerable opposition has de- 
veloped, principally from _ real 
estate organizations. The bill was 
passed by the Senate before the 
summer recess, and was killed 
and then revived in tne House.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 — An 
analysis of the vote by which 
Representative Roger C. Slaughter 
was beaten for renomination in 
Kansas City has been sent to 
Washington by a Negro newspa- 
per executive. 

It will be studied with unusual 
interest in Republican and Demo- 
cratic national headquarters. The 
politicians will examine the statis- 
tics for the bearing they may have 
on this fall’s congressional con- 
tests in the districts where the 
Negro vote is important. 

The man who forwarded the 
analysis is D. H. Davis Jr., busi-| 
ness manager of The Kansas City 
Call and a member of the execu- 
tive committee of the Negro 
Newspaper Publishers’ Associa- 
tion. He believes Slaughter was 
beaten solely by Negro voters and 
that the reason they turned out 
against him was resentment over 
his statement that “I sure as hell 
opposed the bill for a fair employ- 
ment practices commission and 
I’m proud of the fact that my vote 
(in the House Rules Committee) 
was what killed it.” 

Resentment Toward Others. 
Davis, in addition, in a letter to 
this reporter, forecasts that Ne- 
groes will show the same resent- 
ment toward other members of 
Congress, Democrats or Repub- 
licans, whose records are “bad” on 
legislation involving the security 
and rights of minority groups. 

“With full realization that the) 
presence of Slaughter in the na- 
tion’s Capitol was an impediment 
to their greater realization of in- 
dividual and group opportunities, 
Negroes of Kansas City presented 
a solid front in objection to 
Slaughter’s renomination,” Davis| 
wrote. “The recapitulation shows 
that several precincts did not re- 
turn a single vote for Slaughter, 
while others returned one or two 
votes, as against an overwhelming 
number for his opponent. 

“The resultant defeat of Slaugh- 
ter can be clearly attributed to 
the Negro’s vote against him in 
the Fifth Congressional District.”

Judge Ernest M. Tipton, who 
wrote the opinion, said, “we agree 
with the trial court” that the 
refusal of Barnet L. Rosset and 
Boyle G. Clark, two of the trus- 
tees, to submit to security holders 
the Koplar plan for payment of 
outstanding income bonds, “was 
arbitrary and unwarranted.” 

Judge Tipton sustained the 
lower court holding that the Kop- 
lar plan “is workable and feasible 
and should have been submitted 
to a vote of the certificate hold- 
ers.” He said the trial court was 
justified in ordering the removal 
of Rosset and Clark as trustees 
and in requiring a refund of 
$5000 in salary which had been 
paid to Rosset as president of the 
apartment house corporation, in 
addition to compensation as 
trustee. 

Koplar’s plan called for refi- 
nancing the property by a new 
mortgage payable in 17 years, in- 
volving the borrowing of $315,000.

ADMIRAL DOESN'T AGREE USE 
OF BOMB WAS A ‘MISTAKE’ 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP) 
—V. Adm. Arthur W. Radford 
agreed with Adm. William F. 
(Bull) Halsey Jr. that the atomic 
bomb was not necessary to end 
the war, but disagreed with Hal- 
sey’s idea that use of the weapon 
was a “mistake.” 

Radford, deputy chief of naval 
operations for air, yesterday told 
a reporter, “The war would have 
ended soon without the bomb. Of 
course the gteatest implication 
was a political one. I’m inclined 
to think it (dropping the bomb) 
was a good thing. Probably it 
(keeping the bomb secret) would 
have been a bigger bugbear.” 

Maj. Gen. Leslie Groves, com- 
mander of the Manhattan Project, 
observed, “People often are mis- 
taken on how easy it is to win 
a@ war.” 

“The atomic bomb did not of 
itself win the war,” Groves said. 
“The war was won many months 
before, probably at the Battle of 
Midway, but the Japanese people 
did not know it, their army and 
navy did not realize it, and their 
warlords would not admit it. 

“If it had not been for the 
atomic bomb, our forces in the 
Pacific would have had to engage 
in a bloody invasion of the Japa- 
nese home islands.”

‘ 
Says He Can’t Abandon 
Atomic Bomb Till Others 
Quit Work on It. 


WRIGHTSVILLE BEACH, N.C., 
Sept. 10 (AP)— Under Secretary 
of War Kenneth C. Royall said 
here last night that “for the pres- 
ent we must be prepared” to use 
every weapon. not outlawed by in- 
ternational agreement “if Ameri- 
ca is attacked, or if an aggressor 
nation starts again on a creep- 
ing campaign of conquest.” 

Those words are not intended 
to be “belligerent and warlike,” 
he said in an address before the 
North Carolina Food Dealers’ As- 
sociation. 

“But we are convinced — from 
history and from conditions ex- 
isting today—that a weak Ameri- 
ca would be an invitation to ag- 
gressive war—and that a strong 
and peace-loving America will be 
the greatest deterrent to such a 
war.” 

Speaking of the atomic bomb, 
Royall said that “surely no sen- 
sible person feels—or can feel-— 
that we can abandon the bomb or 
its use, or that we can cease to 
seek its improvement as a weap- 
on, until we can be sure—abso- 
lutely sure — that other nations 
have permanently dispensed with 
the bomb and have completely 
ceased their efforts to develop it.” 

One requisite of a strong na- 
tion, he said, is “the support of 
the people for their Army and 
Navy and their Government as a 
whole, and the pride and confi- 
dence they have in them.” 

“Even in a democracy destruc- 
tive criticism is a luxury and not 
a necessity. It is a luxury we 
cannot afford today in the un- 
settled world we find around us.

Holds Up All Phases of 


Commission’s Work.

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Sept. 
10—Activities of the United Na- 
tions Atomic Energy Commission 
toward diverting atomic power 
from war to peaceful purposes 
remained suspended today after 
the third postponement of a vote 
in the scientific and technical 
committee on a report outlining 
essentials of any plan for inter- 
national control. Formal ballot- 
ing was deferred pending receipt 
by the Soviet delegation of in- 
structions. 

It was announced at the United 
Nations headquarters here 10 
days ago that informal agreement 
on the substance of the report 
had been reached by all members 
of the committee, representinng 
each of the 12-nation commission 
delegations. At three subsequent 
meetings called for the specific 
purpose of formal ratification, 
voting was deferred at the re 
quest of the Soviet representa- 
tive. 

Preoccupied by urgent sessions 
of the Security Council, Andrei 
A. Gromyko, chief of the Russian 
group, has had no opportunity to 
consider the 3000-word report, it 
was said. Although it is true that 
Gromyko has played an active 
role in current Council] discus- 
sions, it is also true that the 
scientific committee was instruc- 
ted to proceed with all haste 
when assigned, to the important 
task early last month. 

Other Units’ Work Delayed. 

Meanwhile, consideration of 
other phases of international 
atomic contro] schemes proposed 
by the United States and the 
Soviet Union has been in abey- 
ance. It was hoped that substan- 
tial differences between the two 
proposals would be narrowed by 
separating technological from po- 
litical aspects of the problem. All 
meetings of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, working committee 
No. 2, considering controls, and 
the legal committee, were 
temporarily abandoned. 

It is not expected that the re- 
port of the scientists will elimi- 
nate any serious obstacles now 
blocking agreement on a scheme 
for world supervision of atomic 
power and resources. When con- 
cluded, however, it will serve as 
a foundation for future discussion 
to determine effective means of 
enforcement, the principal con- 
flict between America and Rus- 
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sian plans. At the very least, it 
would permit resumption of the 
debate. 

The next meeting of the scien- 
tific committee will be at the sum- 
mons of the chairman, presumably 
when the Soviet Union represen- 
tative has “received the nod” 
from headquarters.

Dr. Afranio do Amaral, Brazil- 
ian physician who perfected the 
serum used as an antitoxin for 
poisonous snake bites, returned to 
St. Louis for the first time in 19 
years yesterday to visit the Zoo 
and renew old acquaintances. 

Taking the long way around to 
Harvard University where he will 
give a course on snake poisoning 
and animal invenimation next 
month, the physician is making a 
tour of the country to collect sta- 
tistics on the number of deaths 
due to snake bite and to help co- 
ordinate the work of herpetolo- 
gists in this country with those 
in Central and South America. 

Considerable progress in a Pan- 
American program to reduce 
snake bite deaths has already been 
made, he pointed out. Beside the

Both were perfected, he said, 
after the types of venomous 
snakes on the two continents were 
classified into three groups largely 
through the efforts of scientists 
at the Antivenin Institute of 
American, Glenolden, Pa., and the 


Instituto Sotrerapico of Butantan ‘ 


near Sao Paulo, Brazil, where he 
resides. Dr. Amaral is a director 
of both institutions. 

Rattlesnakes found in Central 
and South America make up the 
first group. This species, he said, 
years ago infiltrated into the 
North American continent, but its 
meanderings were curtailed by 
construction of the Panama Canal.

oped to counteract the bite of 
these rattlers, which, if left un- 
treated, causes paralysis, blind- 
ness and death. 


The second group is composed 
of rattlesnakes found in this coun- 
try and Mexico; and the third, of 
copperheads and moccasins native 
to the United States. One serum is 
used to offset the venom of both 
these groups whose bite destroys 
the blood and induces gangrene, 


The serum, he said, is composed 
of the blood of horses injected 
over a period of several months 
(with increasingly large doses of 
venom, The vaccine, which was 
placed on the market just before 
the outbreak of war, was perfect- 
ed by mixing venom with formal- 
dehyde. 


Two Fractions in Snake Venom, 


All snake venom, he added, is 
composed of two fractions; one 
builds up immunity, the other poi- 
sons. Laboratory experiments 
proved the formaldehyde split the 
two, destroying the poisoning frac- 
tion and leaving the immunizing 
fraction intact. 

Dr. Amaral, who has been bitten 
by deadly reptiles six times, said 
the incidence of death in cases 
— the serum or the vaccine 
|'were used was very small. The 
| vaccine, he added, retains it 
strength for six months after it 
has been administered.

ESTIMONY that the present system of military courts-martial 
should be scrapped and supplanted by a plan which would place 
more emphasis on justice and less on discipline was before an 
official committee today appointed by Secretary of War Patterson to 
survey procedure of military tribunals and recommend improvements. 

A three-man panel of a committee of nine was to conclude the 
first public hearing in a national inquiry today. The panel, composed 
of Walter P. Armstrong of Memphis, Jacob M. Lashly of St. Louis and 
Floyd E. Thompson of Chicago, will hold a hearing shortly in 
All of its members are past presidents of the American 
Bar Association. Thompson is a former member of the Illinois Su- 


“We recognize that an army 
without discipline is not an army,” 
Borden testified, “and know that 
conditions of combat require un- 
questioning obedience and that 
failure to obey must be sternly 
punished. But good discipline, we 
believe, requires a system of équal 
justice for every soldier. The pres- 
ent system of military justice in 


man equation in administration 
and suggested modification of cer- 
tain practices. 

Practically all of the witnesses 
had served on _  courts-martial. 
Some were former officers who 
had risen from the ranks in 
World War II.

Witnesses were asked to confine 
themselves to definite criticisms 
and recommendations for improve- 
ments in courts-martial procedure, 
unchanged for 25 years, instead of 
detailing specific cases. 

Separate Branch Proposal. 

Several recommendations were 
advanced that the cure for the al- 
leged evils of the present system 
lies in the establishment of a 
separate judicial branch of the 
Army, entirely free from the juris- 
diction of commanding officers in 
other branches of the service. It 


was suggested that enlisted men 
serve on courts-martial but dis- 
agreement was evidenced on that 
point even among proponents of 
reform. 

A detailed recommendation for 
a separation of the judicial func- 
tion of the Army was made by 


Irvin J. Askow, an attorney who 


its practical operation does not 
serve the cause of discipline. It 
brings it into disrepute.” 

Borden, who urged a _ single 
standard of justice, law-trained 
courts, and competent prosecut- 
ing and defense counsel, analyzed 
what he deemed defects of the 
present system and asserted that

Askow, who is a member of a 
committee of the Chicago Bar As- 
sociation formed to investigate the 
“inadequacy” of the present courts- 
martial system, suggested that 
personnel of the military justice 
department should be responsible 
only to the Secretary of War and 
the office of the Judge Advocate 
General. Members should possess 
legal training, he stated, and 
should not wear insignia of rank 
when participating in trials. 

“I recognize that discipline 
rather than justice may be an aid 
to victory in wartime,” Askow 
said, “but a system which earns 
the confidence of its subjects and 
administers justice can hasten vic- 
tory. Justice and discipline may 
be consonant.” 

Lists System’s Defects. 

Defects of the present system, 
listed by Askow and concurred in 
by several others, included, dom- 
ination of courts by commanding 
officers; unduly long confinement 
of men before preferment of 
charges; a double standard of 
military justice between officers 
and privates; and members of 
courts who are not experienced in 
weighing evidence. He thought 
enlisted men should sit on courts 
and said that they did so in the 
German and French armies. De- 
fense counsel, he said, is at a dis- 
advantage, lacking the power of 
the prosecution to subpena wit- 
messes and pay their traveling ex- 
penses, 

“Too often old West Point class- 
mates and ping pong companions 
are on the courts,” Askow said, 
“and the results speak for them- 
selves.” Askow and other wit- 
nesses mentioned commanding of- 
ficers who adopted “policies” con- 
cerning sentences and so informed 
court personnel, in some cases ap- 
pointing a new court and denounc- 
ing the old when their wishes 
were not reflected by the sen- 
tences. | 

An even more sweeping change 
was suggested by*Morton J. Barn- 
ard, an attorney, a former major 
in the Judge Advocate General's 
office. Barnard, who plumped for 
an independent military judicial 
system, proposed that each gen- 
eral court-martial should consist 
of a civilian judge, a line officer 
and a psychiatrist. He detailed 
provisions for a departmentalized 
set-up of the Army’s judicial sys- 
tem, including a streamlined board 
of review. 

Return to “Exhibit A.” 

Speaking of public reaction to 
recent trials, he said: 

“It matters not that excessive 
sentences are rarely carried out as 
given. The numerous reviews to 

which each case is subject may 
provide safeguards against injus- 
tice in most cases. But the reduc- 
tion is given little publicity. The 
original sentence, though rarely 
served, becomes ‘exhibit A’ in the 
discussion.” 

Another proposal for a separate 
judicial branch of the Army was 
outlined by John P. Borden, chair- 
man of a committee of. the Chi- 
cago Business and Professional 
Men’s Chapter of the American 
Veterans’ Committee for the re- 
form of courts-martial. Each com- 
mittee member won a commission 
from the ranks, 


and assignments. 
including himself, had so many

Some, he said, 


that they could give only a small 
percentage of their time to court 
activities. 

“Besides, not all of the judge 
advocate officers have the guts to 
make a report which might hurt 
the general’s feelings,” Hallett 
testified, “and they are faced with 
different practices in different 
commands, Even reviews of cases 
are sometimes too long for the 
commanding officer to read.” 
Hallett was of opinion that de- 
spite efforts of some commanding 
generals to control administration 
of justice, few got away with it. 
In answer to a question from the 
panel as to the proficiency of 
lawyers or the court he replied 
dryly that “common sense is not 
necessarily inherent in the legal 
profession.” 


Against Proposed Reforms. 


The only witness who didn’t 
think much of the proposed re- 
forms, although conceding some 
modifications of existing practices 
might be advisable, was Claire W. 
Hardy, erstwhile staff judge ad- 
vocate of the Tenth Air Force and 
a member of a board of review 
in Washington. Hardy was against 
a separate judicial command. He 
did not think that commanding 
officers, except in rare cases, ex- 
ercised undue influence in courts. 
He conceded, however, that “you 
can’t have one kind of justice for 
men and another kind for offi- 
cers.” 

“Military justice cannot be effi- 
ciently administered separate from 
command,” Hardy maintained, 
“nor can discipline be maintained. 
If a commander is not respon- 
sible for justice he cannot tell 
what goes on in his command.” 
Hardy didn’t think much of en- 
listed men on courts-martials, and 
he didn’t have a high opinion as 
to the efficiency of laymen law- 
yers on a court, 

“IT would hate to be an enlisted 
man and go back to the company 
street,” Hardy said, “after giving 
Joe Doakes, in the next tent, six 
months.” 


Hardy, who said that “the worst 
court I ever had had three law- 
yers on it,” replied to a query 
from Lashly to the effect that 
the day “of the common man” 
was here and perhaps he should 
have representation on a military 
court by saying: “It would not 
improve the administration of 
justice or morale. And a layman 
on the court is either going to 
become a soldier in a short time 
and adopt a soldier's point of 
view or he isn’t going to know 
what he is doing.”

Big Appetite for Loot.

The removals 
were accomplished in “Bolshevik 
tempo.” 


In many factories the Soviet 
forces simply dynamited a hole in 
a convenient wall, and then put 
more dynamite under any equip- 
ment which they fancied. When 
they had literally blown the cost- 
ly and complicated machinery off 
its foundations, they dragged it 
through the wall and loaded it on 
a flat car for Russia. As can be 
imagined, these childishly greedy 
methods resulted in the transfor- 
mation of about 80 per cent of 
the initial loot into unsalvageable 
junk. 


It was not, however, until the 
industry of the Soviet zone of 
Germany had been partly crippled 
that the planners in the Kremlin 
realized they could get more in 
another way.

All industry in the Soviet zone 
has been “nationalized,” which 
means that it has been put in 
charge of trusted officials of the 
Communist-dominated Unity par- 
ty. except that in certain cases 
Russian title to especially valuable 
properties has been established. 
The whole area is being run as a 
sort of gigantic forced labor camp 


to produce for the Soviet Union. 

In the armament industry and 
all related industries like Zeiss, 
the entire output goes to Russia. 
In the field of consumers goods, 
the Russian share is between 60 
and 80 per cent. 

The following figures from a 
secret planning order issued by 
Marshal Zhukov for the division 
of this year’s production give some 
notion of how much is being taken 
and how.much is being left be- 
hind: 

Cotton textiles, 31,400,000 meters 
Russia, 9,700,000 meters Germany; 
Woolen goods, 12,000,000 meters 
Russia, 1,200,000 meters Germany; 
shoes, 1,485,000 pairs Russia, -300,- 
000 pairs Germany; watches 130,- 
000 to Russia, 10,000 to Germany; 
sugar, 121,000 tons Russia, 26,000 
tons Germany, potatoes, 147,000 
tons Russia, 347,000 tons Germany. 

As will be noted, immense quan- 
tities even. of essential foodstuffs 
are being taken. Furthermore, 
the production goals shown above 
are far above the capability of 
industry in the Soviet zone. The 
Soviets take their cut first, and 
thus what the Germans actually 
receive is much less than Marshal 
Zhukov’s planning figures. 

Finally, even in the foodstuff 
field, productive capacity has been 
heavily damaged both by repara-

Text of Attlee Speech. 


Following is the text of Attlee’s 
remarks: 

It gives me the greatest pleas- 
ure to welcome to this conference 
the representatives of the Arab 
countries of the Middle East. For 
a quarter of a century now, suc- 
cessive British governments have 
watched with close and sympa- 
thetic interest the progress of the 
Arab national revival. 

I am sure you will agree that 
the revival must have proceeded 
far more slowly if Ottoman do- 
minion in the Arab parts of Asia 
had not been broken by British 
armies during the war of 1914-18. 
At the end of that great war 
Great Britain assumed responsi- 
bility for the political develop- 
ment of Iraq, Palestine and 
Praia We interpreted 
that responsibility as obftiging us 
first to see that the foundations 
of stable and progressive admin- 
istration were firmly established, 
and then to remove all restric- 
tions on self-gévernment as rap- 
idly as seemed to us practicable. 
In accordance with this policy, 
Iraq became a fully independent 
sovereign state in 1930 and 
Trans-Jordan has now acquired 
the same status. 


It is not for want ‘of British 
support that Trans-Jordan’s first 
application for membership of 
the United Nations has encoun- 
tered obstacles. On the other 
hand I think we may fairly claim 
that the presence of the Syrian 
and Lebanese republics among 
the member states of the United 
Nations is due to British encour- 
agement and assistance. Only in 
Palestine, for reasons which we 
shall examine together around this 
table, has there been a conflict

Strikes Don’t Pay 
Fe the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

What has happened to that postwar 
world of security and comfort toward 
which we all looked with such hope? 

* Where are all those appliances and con- 
veniences, as well as new homes, we 
were told would be available when. the 
war was over? As a returned veteran 
and before the war a member of one of 
the big unions, I can’t help believing 
the principal cause of present conditions 
is the epidemic of strikes and Govern- 
ment meddling. We rank-and-file men 
realize if there are big “hikes” in wages, 
those increases are reflected almost im- 
mediately in higher costs of everything 
we buy. 

When I left the service I thought I 
would start a little business of my own, 


but a little investigating soon showed me — 


it would be unwise. Who would try to 
start a new business now, with a hazard 
that would soon make a fellow lose his 
hard-earned savings? Many veterans are 
re-enlisting for thmee more years be- 
cause if they get a job, they will prob- 
ably have to go on strike before they 
get properly started. 

Sure, the strikers are winning, but 
ren’t they also losing along with the 
rest of us? Take the winners of the 
great General Motors strike. It will be 
well into 1948, two years fram now, be- 
fore they will be as well off as they 
would have been if they had not struck 
and had worked steadily without any 
wage increase. It will be 1953, seven 
years from now, before they will be as 
well off as they would have been if they 
accepted the company’s bargaining of- 
fer of 13% cents. That’s just plain arith- 
metic. 

An article by Sumner H. Slichter, the 
economist, shows that the employes of 
General Electric will need two and a 
half years before they are as well off 
as they would have been if they had 
accepted the compromise offer of 10 
cents and 10 per-cent, which the com- 
pany agreed to. Likewise, employes of 
U. S. Steel will require two years for 
. financial recovery from their refusal of 
a compromise offer. And the list could 
go on and on. 

So the strikers gain nothing, and the 
companies are big losers. This is reflect- 
ed in losses to the many thousands of 
gmall stockholders scattered all over the 
country, as well as a heavy loss of taxes 
to the Government that runs into the 
millions. We all know that when the 
Government runs short it can always 
boost the ordinary citizen’s tax to make 
up the difference. So again we all lose. 

I say strikes are a menace—they don't 
Dey, and as in war, everybody loses.

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A Small Loan Solution 


What interest rates shall be allowed on small 
loans? That question is up again as the Legis- 
lature reconvenes this week. The House settled 
on one scale of rates but the Senate wanted a 
‘higher one, and the twain have not met. Mean- 
time, the small-loan companies insist they can- 
not do business on 8 per cent a year, which be- 
came the most they can charge with the lapse of 
the old law on July 1. 

For background, we quote the following rates: 

$100 $200 $300 
Old law — — — 36% 33% 32% 
Senate proposal— 27 25.5 25 
House bill — — 24 16 13.3- 

Are the House rates intolerably low, as the 
loan companies contend? A typical commercial 
bank in downtown St. Louis offers small loans 
in all amounts at a rate which amounts to 9.7 
per cent, including compulsory life insurance on 
the unpaid balance. The House rates—nearly 
three times the bank rate on $100, nearly twice 
as high on $200 and nearly half again as high 
on $300—seem, in all reason, generous enough. 

To be sure, the average risk of loan compa- 
nies may be a little poorer than the average risk 
accepted by banks. Diversified banking institu- 
tions probably enjoy lower overhead costs than 
single-purpose loan companies. Banks get much 
of their loan funds from depositors “free’’; the 
small-loan companies are themselves borrowers 
from the banks, even though at very low rates. 
With full allowance for such legitimate differ- 
ences in cost, however, the Senate’s rates are 
grossly out of line with a bank rate below 10 
per cent. If the small-loan companies have to 
charge too much more than the banks for an 
equal service, there is something wrong with 
their mode of business. 

The truth is that a part of the small-loan busi- 
ness is sick, and that rates have hitherto been 
made to succor the sick fraction. The disease is 
excess capacity. About 140 small-loan offices op- 
erate in Missouri, the great majority of them in 
metropolitan St. Louis and Kansas City. Some 
of the companies require excessive rates for the 
same reason that the street car company would 
have to raise fares if a rival company duplicated 
its entire service. 

Here, based on the 1945 Missouri operations 
of one nationally known company, are figures 
demonstrating the point. On the average, each 
of this company’s Missouri offices made only 6.48 
new loans per working day, and the aggregate 
amount loaned per day was only $1064. Each 
loan had to be charged with something more than 
four hours of an employe’s time. Each loan also 
had to carry excessive amounts of the cost of 
rent, heat and lights, home-office expense and 
other overhead. 

The Senate rates, almost as much as the old 
rates, would put an umbrella over the high-cost 
marginal lenders already in the field. Such 
charges are a gross injustice to borrowers. They 
would drive some borrowers to the loan depart- 
ments of commercial banks. They would cause 
others to suffer privations before paying such a 
price to tide themselves over emergencies. 

Or the State could fix just and reasonable 
rates; rates such as the House proposes. The 
less-patronized and less-efficient companies would 
then be forced out of business, but as matters 
stand they should be out of this business and 
into some other where their operators can be of 
more puhlic usefulness. 

A middle group of lenders might find hard go- 
ing for a short time under such rates, but their 
profits would quickly recover as they picked up 
business dropped by the shut-down companies. 
A third and most fortunate group made money 
hand over fist under the old rates; they would 
enjoy excellent profits. And the whole industry 
would profit from the heavier borrowing which 
the lower interest charges would encourage. 

This would be the free-enterprise solution of 
this vexatious problem, the kind of solution 
which American business tradition welcomes. 
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* Straight Natural It Is to Be 


Through a sensible decision in keeping with 
the Federal Power Commission’s policy and 
precedents, St. Louis and its Missouri suburbs 
will enjoy straight natural gas for the first time. 
Shortage of line-construction materials delays 
the day but, with a little luck, the change-over 
from mixed gas can be made in the fall of 1947. 

Laclede Gas Light Co. has promised to pass its 
savings on to consumers. Therefore, more house- 
holders will heat with gas and the smoke prob- 
lem will become the easier to hold in bounds. 
When and if the benefits are fully shared with 
industrial and commercial consumers, St. Louis 
businesses will be relieved from a disparity they 
now suffer in competition with natural-gas cities. 

St. Louis County Gas Co. will also supply 
straight natural. However, County Gas has made 
no rate promises. The silence may reflect the 
demonstrated absence of rate aggressiveness in 
Unon Electric Co. of Missouri, which manages 
the gas company. Or it may merely reflect the 
uncertain future status of County Gas, which is 
marked for severance from the North American 
Co. utility empire. 

Whatever the motive may be, the imminence 
of natural gas, and the new physical, economic 
and bookkeeping arrangements which will ac- 
company it, are additional reason why the 
County Gas matter should move promptly to 
disposition, For reasons of economy and for 
maintaining a wholesome community-wide com- 
petition between gas and the community-wide 
electricity supplier, County Gas should be ac- 
quired by and merged with Laclede. 
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The Kaleidoscope of Words 


The intelligence that a process has been in- 
vented for making permanent waves permanent 
is, if true, a token of some revolutionary changes 
that probably go all the way down to the roots 
of the language. “Permanent” used to mean 
something that would be there right along. With 
respect to the coiffure, it has always meant just 
a wave that would last longer than one that 
wouldn’t last at all. It meant “impermanent,” 
as a word means its opposite so often in this 
strange and wonderful tongue of ours. For illus- 
tration, it is said in Washington these days that 


the last word in permanency is a temporary ap-- 


pointment. 

These ebbs and flows of meaning have been 
@ing on a long time. There is “matiriee,” which 
originally meant a morning performance, and 
lately meant an afternoon performance, and now 
sometimes means a performance so late in the 


evening—as in “midnight matinee”—that it is 
almost back to full morning again. 

It is a quality of English virtuosity that if 
people use words to mean what they don’t say, 
and keep on doing it long enough, the words 
will come round to meaning what the people say, 
and will’ continue to do so permanently—by 
which we mean longer than a little and some-

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A Tough Job for the Bar 


Eight years ago the American Bar Association 
established a committee which in a very short 
time brought a great deal of credit to itself and 
to the parent organization. This was the bar’s 
Bill of Rights Committee, whose members pro- 


’ ceeded to serve the nation as valuable aids in 


the protection of civil liberties. The commit- 
tee’s masterful brief in the compulsory flag 


salute case was far out in front of the Supreme | 


Court. Indeed, it was a factor in inducing the 
reversal on that issue by the court. 

A new committee, just announced by the same 
organization, holds promise of similar useful- 
ness to the country. This time it is a committee 
whose duty will be to inquire into and to make 
recommendations concerning the fitness of Fed- 
eral Judges and nomineés for the Federal bench. 
The committee will have wide,discretion in tak- 
ing action “to promote the appointment and 
confirmation of competent and qualified candi- 
dates.” It is equally,charged with opposing un- 
fit candidates “if any such are under considera- 
tion.” 

But the committee does not need to wait for 
a palpably bad nomination to go to work. It is, 
in effect, directed to begin an immediate inven- 
tory of the Federal bench and to weigh the char- 
acter and ablity of sitting Judges. Whenever it 
finds a Judge on the bench has become “unfit to 
continue,” it bécomes the committee’s duty to 
refer the facts and the committee’s recommenda- 
tion to the House Judiciary Committee. 

The members of the bar appointed to the 
committee will need to have real courage since 
lawyers habitually find their voices.weak when 
it comes to criticizing a man before whom they 
May some day appear to argue a case. 

We hope to see the group distinguish itself as 
the Bill of Rights Committee did. 
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Problem in Platform-Making

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Kilowatts From Atoms 

For the first time, the miracle of atomic 
energy becomes a vivid industrial prospect in 
the report to UN on studies conducted under 
Charles A. Thomas. It supports a prophecy that 
parts of the world are on the very threshold 
of vastly cheaper electricity. 

To be sure, nuclear-electric energy in the 
eastern United States would cost 8 mills per 
kilowatt-hour as against 6.5 for steam. Also, 
good hydro-electric plants produce for 4, 3, 2 
mills, However, the atomic power plant would 
cost only $333 per developed kilowatt of 
capacity, and while that is high, that much and 
more has been cheerfully invested in strategi- 
cally located hydro-electric sites. Furthermore, 
the atomic plant releases waste heat for steam 
or other valuable industrial purposes. 

The future margin of advantage is likely to 
narrow and, in some locations, to swing strongly 
in favor of atomic plants. The trend of coal 
prices, with John L. Lewis’s aid, is upward. So 
are oil prices, Few first-class hydro-electric sites 
remain undeveloped. Atomic plant costs will 
come down with further progress in the field. 

Atomic electricity, as the report explains, 
offers first of all the chance of cheap power to 
vast areas of the earth distant from fuel sup- 
plies and hydro-electric resources. It might 
compete today on equal terms with fuel-gener- 
ated power in remote parts of America. In the 
tomorrows, it may well open up great new in- 
dustrial developments in the mineral-rich 
deserts and land of the short grass. The logic 
of engineering says so, and the New York 
Times’s brilliant William L. Laurence confirms. 


Laurence hopes that this bright chance will 
heighten the desire of have-not nations to get 
together with the haves on a workable sharing 
of knowledge under international control. Asa 
further motive to do so, he suggests that “the 
international rivalry for oil, now reaching an 
acute stage, may be greatly reduced because of 
the new source of power.” That is, this pioneer 
engineering gives all the more reason why the 
Atomic Age should be peaceful. There is still 
the original miracle of atomic death to proclaim 
why it must be.

Thousands of veterans are being fleeced in buying overpriced 
matchbox homes, authority says; many GI houses won't last as long 
as their mortgages; nation is threatened with eventual mass fore- 
closures; believes more rental housing is proper solution of shortage.

In our haste to get new roofs over the 
heads of our heroes, we are indulging in a 
nation-wide orgy of jerry-building which, if 
it continues, can end only in social and eco- 
nomic catastrophe, Hundreds of thousands 
of the men who won,the war are being 
gypped in the purchase of homes, and, 
eventually, not only veterans but the whole 
American public will have to pay the bill. 


Let’s look at the case of just one GI 
home-buyer, which, unfortunately, is all too 
typical. He is 27 years old, earns $50 a week, 
and. of course, we'll call him Joe. 


Just before he went into the Army, Joe 
got married to his high-school sweetheart, 
and it wasn’t long before a baby was on 
the way. All during Joe’s three years in 
jam-packed barracks, troopships and fox- 
holes, his wife and child lived with his 
mother-in-law in an overcrowded apart- 
ment, His one shining dream was of the 
glorious day when peace would come and 
they could buy a home of their own. 


A Home in a Cow Pasture 


Now he and his wife have fulfilled their 
dream, but it has become sadly tarnished 
in the process. Their home is located in a 
former cow pasture 25 miles from Joe’s 
job. Being that far out, there should be 
plenty of ground space for everybody, but 
their house is wedged into a tight row of 
other houses exactly like it. 


Since they have only two tiny bedrooms, 
Joe and his wife feel that they haven’t the 
space to raise any more children. They've 
been in their new: home only four months, 
but the ersatz paint is starting to peel, the 
plaster is cracking, and the floor heaving 
because of green lumber. 


For this not very glamorous dwelling, Joe 
contracted to pay $9000 under an amortiza- 
tion plan which calls for payments of 
$47.42 every month for 25 years. This means 
that he’ll part with $14,225 in interest and 
principal alone if he stays for a quarter of 
a century. 


Joe already realizes that he made a poor 
bargain. When his house starts to. fall 
apart, he says, he’ll simply walk out, and 
have lost nothing. 


But that is where Joe, and thousands of 
veterans like him, are making a big mis- 
take. If a man abandons a house as a bad 
investment, the holder of the mortgage can 
get a deficiency judgment against him for 
the difference between the deflated resale 
price of the house and the unpaid mort- 
gage. They'll have a debt hanging over 
them for years and years. 


Who Will Hold the Bag? 


It is entirely possible, of course, that if 
the day comes when mass foreclosures are 
threatened, the Government will take ac- 
tion to keep ex-war heroes from losing their 
homes, but somebody will have to pay the 
bill for the shoddy housing we are erecting. 
If it isn’t the veterans, we can be sure it 
won't be the mortgage lenders. It will be 
Uncle Sam who will hold the bag, which 
means you and me and everybody else. 


Approximately 85 per cent of the lumber 
now being used in construction is green 
lumber, which is sure to twist and warp 
when it dries out. A large amount of metal 
pipe going into homes is secondhand gal- 
vanized or wrought-iron pipe which may 
rust out within a year and has little chance 
of giving service for more than five years, 


In one community In an Eastern state, 
rows of dwellings have just been completed 
with wooden siding so thin that the car- 
penters actually cut it with cardboard cut- 
ters instead of saws. In a new develop- 
ment in the Middle West which boasted 
of the “fine workmanship” which went into 


its houses, the tiling is already falling off. 


bathroom walls, warped doors are refusing 
to close and roofs are beginning to sag. 


In our praiseworthy desire to provide 
the veteran with a place to live, we have 
geared construction his way and given him 
first call on new housing. This is a very 
dubious favor. It is making the ex-service- 
man carry the full load of inflated costs, 


Sentiment by Axe-Grinders 


The solution to Joe’s plight, and that of 
the whole home-hungry’American people, is 
more rental housing. 


Under present plans, only a small portion 


of the veterans’ emergency housing is be- 


ing built for rental purposes. This 


portion should be reversed, 


True, the veteran will have to pay more 
rent today than he would for a comparable 
house built before the war, but he will not 
incur responsibilities that he may not be 
able to maintain. 


Sentimentalists and other people with spe- 
cial axes to grind will gainsay this advice. 
Only home-owners, we have been led to be- 
lieve, can have real civic pride and a love 
of democracy. Under present-day condi- 
tions this is mostly sheer rot. There is no 
sense of security in being tied to an over- 
grown mortgage. 


There is an enormous permanent demand 
for rental housing, This demand has been 
with us for many, many years and exists 
particularly at the pric® levels required by 
average veterans. 


There are certain hurdles which lie in 
the way.of any broad program of rental 
housing construction. The main one is 
timidity on the part of the investing build- 
er. He is worried about the tenants’ fu- 
ture ability to pay such rents, and is fear- 
ful of competition with future housing 
built at deflated costs.

Tax-Free Aid for Housing 


What is needed to budge him is a bit of 
government encouragement, If rental hous- 
ing could be given the same kind of tax- 
free, fast-amortization break that was given 
industrial plants during the war, and is 
now being granted to new construction ma- 
terials plants, investing builders would soon 
leave the side lines. 


If the countryside is not to be further 
desecrated by the erection of man-made 
jungles, then state building codes and site 
regulations must be framed to protect lands 
not controlled by municipalities. 


The need for action all along the line— 
by government, states and private interests 
~—-is an urgent one. Thousands of GI Joes 
are being fleeced, but it is not too late to 
save millions of others from misfortune.

He who reads and runs, or who reads on, 
the run, here has an opportunity for a fly- 
ing, panoramic glimpse of the career of 
“homo sapiens” from the time he shivering- 
ly descended from the trees to the present, 
when he teeters timidly on the brink of 
the atomic age. 

“Man” suffers by comparison with the 
same author’s “Storm,” which made a 
change in the weather a vital, absorbing 
tale. In “Storm” there is a wealth of live- 
ly detail, from the time the storm appears 
as a questionable spot on a weather map 
off the coast of Asia through its flailing 
assault on the West Coast and its decline 
and dotage as it disappears into the Atlan- 
tic.

In dealing with that various, whimsical, 


struggling creature called Man, on the oth- 
er hand, Stewart has had to throw over- 
side bushels of interesting detail, There 
is simply no room for it. Compressing a 
million years into 300 pages requires that 
Stewart hit only the highest of high spots. 
The autobiographical device he has chosen 
for telling the tale is amiable and discur- 
sive and the result is often fuzzy and indis- 
tinct. 

The landmarks in man’s career, as told 
by Stewart, are largely the conventional 
ones. In some distant aeon, man’s pro- 
genitor forsook the trees, either by choice 
or, mdre likely, by necessity. First.a timid 
forager, he discovered tools and weapons 
and graduated into a huntsman, and in 
that status developed the bellicosity that

He sees as the only 
great creative periods that of the primitive 
village and that starting in about 1000 A.D. 
and. still continuing, To him the rise and 
fall of the Roman empire, Gibbon to the 
contrary, is worth less space than the do- 
mestication of the sheep. 

“Man,” within its limits, does a breezy 
job of putting into perspective the develop- 
ment of the rather queer creature who dom- 
inates the earth and who, the author thinks, 
will be around for some time yet, atomic 
bomb or no.

St. Louis Woman Seated as

Convention.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 10 (AP) 
—International accord is “our 
Christian responsibility,” the Rt. 
Rev. Henry St. George Tucker, 
presiding bishop of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the U.SA., 


said today. 

The bishop, in a sermon open- 
ing the church’s fifty-fifth general 
convention, declared that “no prob- 
lem is really solved today on lesser 
than world terms,” adding: 

“Surely we must interpret the 
events of our own age as meaning 
that our area of Christian respon- 
sibility has been extended to in- 
clude literally every tongue, race 
and nation. ...A moral plague in 
China or Africa will spread its 
direful influence to every section 
of the globe.” 

In two simultaneous actions, the 
convention shattered church tradi- 
tions. 

Owen J. Roberts, former United 
States Supreme Court justice, was 
elected as presiding officer of the 
House of Deputies in a 338 to 236 
vote over the Very Rev. Claude W. 
Sprouse, dean of the Kansas City 
Cathedral. It was the first time 
in history that a layman was 
elected to the position. 

Meanwhile, a move was made 
toward definition of women’s 
rights in the Episcopal church as 
Mrs. Randolph H. Dyer, of St. 
Peter’s Episcopal Church, St. 
Louis, was seated as the first 
woman deputy, thus breaking a 
161-year-old tradition. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, 
the Most Rev. and Rt. Hon. Geof- 
frey Fisher, Primate of All Eng- 
land, is scheduled to attend the 
opening session of the convention, 
which is made up of a House of 
Bishops and a house of clerical 
and lay deputies, which together 
comprise the highest legislative 
body of the Episcopal church. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury 
yesterday urged unification of 
various Protestant denominations 
through the World Council of 
Churches. 

Addressing a group of 300 Amer- 
ican Protestant church leaders as- 
sembled under auspices of the 
American Committee for the World 
Council of Churches and the Fed- 
eral Council of. Churches, he said 
that the World Council, at present 
still in its formative stages, should 
eventually become “a_ sensitive 
point in Christian conscience—it 
can explore the problems of the 
world, it should reveal the uneasi- 
ness of Christian conscience and 
become its voice.” 

The Archbishop said that the 
present World Council has several 
weaknesses which should be rem- 
edied. He said that one of the 
greatest was that the Roman 
Catholic Church was not included 
—“through no lack of effort on 
our part’—and that the Russian 
Orthodox Church was also omitted 
“because when the World Council 
was in its formative stages be- 
fore the war there was an iron 
curtain between Moscow and our- 


selves.”

Delegates From Firms, Hotels 
Study Combustion in First 
Lecture of Series.

About 150 representatives of ho- 
tels, institutions and industrial 
firms in the St. Louis area be- 
came students yesterday in the 
first of a scrier of fire and per- 
sonnel safety ciasses held under 
sponsorship of the St. Louis Fire 
Department and the Safety Coun- 
cil of Greater St. Louis, 

The representatives met in 
three groups, each of which was 
given a one and one-half hour lec- 
ture on the principles of combus- 
tion. 

A third-floor room of the Fére 
Department training school at 
1125 Spruce street was fitted out 
as a classroom. A long table, cov- 
ered with asbestos paper, served 
as a laboratory workbench for the 
equipment with which Fire Capt. 
Walter Bergman illustrated the 
lecture of William B. Larkin, an 
engineer for the Missouri Inspec- 
tion Bureau, which is maintained 
by fire insurance companies. 

Informal Ons. 

The session was informal, but 
none the less reminiscent of a 
high school general science class. 
As Larkin explained the proce- 
dure, Bergman showed how car- 
bon dioxide can extinguish a 
flame; how smoke and other gases 
given off by such substances as 
coal, wood or paper burn, rather 
than the material itself; how steel 
wool can be burned in the pres- 
ence of pure oxygen, and how 
cornstarch blown through a flame 
as a cloud explodes, instead of 
scorching slowly as it does when 
in a solid mass. 

In one or two cases the de~- 
onstrations were more pointed 
than had been planned. Fumes 
of small dishes of carbon disul- 
phide and alcohol, which had been 
shown to be easily ignited, had 
to be. extinguished repeatedly as 
they drifted across to a flaming 
dish of benzene and were again 
lit. The final demonstration was 
one in which a small receptacle 
of naphtha was placed inside a 
cardboard house in which there 
also was a lighted candle. When 
the fumes ignited after reaching 
the candle flame, the fire was so 
persistent a portion of the roof 
of the house burned away. 

Plan for Future Lectures. 

Future classes will deal with 
-subjects ranging from fire causes 
and fire hazards to hand fire ex- 
tinguishers, and from personnel 
safety to private fire brigades and 
their organization. Advanced cer- 
tificates will be given to. those 
who take the full course of 11 
weekly lectures, and elementary 
certificates to those who attend 
the first five and the last one.

They have 
sold books of tickets, with the 
promise that purchasers will be 
given the privilege of buying 
world series tickets, if the Car- 
dinals qualify. The Redbirds 
couldn’t back down on that 
promise and so if they ever want 
to sell single-game tickets, they’! 
have to change the system.

in principle between British pol- 
icy and Arab aspirations. 
Arabs’ Opportunity.. 

What I have just said is illus- 
trated by the difference between 
the composition of this confer- 
ence and of that which met for 
a similar purpose at St. James's 
palace in 1939. I should like to 
say an additional word of wel- 
come to. the delegations of those 
states which were not repre- 
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sented in 1939 — Lebanon and 
Syria—and to the secretary-gen- 
eral of the Arab League. 

One word more by way of in- 
troduction. A national revival is 
not comipleted by the attainment 
of political independence. I be- 
lieve that the Arab states now 
have the opportunity of inaugu- 
rating important economic de- 
velopments from which the com- 
mon people of their countries 
would greatly benefit and which 
would increase their strength and 
stability. I am happy to see that 
co-operation in such developments 
is one of the purposes of the Arab 
League. I can assure you that His 
Majesty’s Government will, in so 
far as you ask for their help, do 
everything in’ their power to help 
you in promoting economic ex- 
pansion and social progress, 

The Palestine Problem. 

I turn now to the subject which 
has brought us together. It has, as 
you know, always been the in- 
tention of His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment to call the Government of 
the Arab countries into consulta- 
tion before arriving at any final 
conclusion as to the future of Pal- 
estine. We consequently accepted 
readily the proposal made by the 
state members of the Arab League 
that we should enter into negotia- 
tions with them on the subject. It 
is my earnest hope that, as a re- 
sult of the conference which be- 
gins today, the way may be 
cleared toward some acceptable 
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solution of this intractable prob- |] IYVING STANDARDS 


lem.

this question of Palestine is to the 
hearts of the neighboring Arab 
countries, I feel fully satisfied 
that, even if there 
tinian delegates, the Arab point 
of view is adequately and effec- 
tively represented by the present 
gathering. : 

I need hardly tell you how much 
His Majesty’s Government deplore 
the state of unrest and disturb- 
ance into which Palestine has 
been plunged, to the detriment of 
the interests there. It is a state 
which cannot be permitted to con- 
tinue: and it is incumbent upon 
us all to make every effort to 
promote such a settlement of the 
underlying issues as well as to 
establish peace and prosperity in 
the land. It is for this purpose 
that the present conference has 
been convened, 

I do not believe that it is, as 
is sometimes stated, a problem 
to which no solution is possible. 
Given a. spirit of realism and 
understanding, I am convinced 

that a solution can be found. 
But the discovery of such @& 
solution will be a high test of 
statesmanship and I can con- 
ceive of no better augury for 
success than the attendance 
here of so many distinguished 
representatives which, we all 
know, will be inherent in any 
plan which can be devised. 

This is not the occasion for the 
discussion of details and I do not 
propose to attempt to enumerate 
or to dilate upon the difficulties 
to which I have referred. His 
Majesty’s government have them- 


{selves put forward a plan which 


seems to them to be well worthy 
of consideration. Discussion of 
this plan will be the first item on 
the conference agenda. But I wish 
to make it quite clear that we 
have not made up our minds in 
advance of our discussions with 
you. Our plan is not a decision 
to which we are committed, but a 
proposal which we ask you to con- 
sider. It is open to any delegation 
either to suggest amendments to 
it or to put forward proposals for 
a settlement, on different lines. 
Our great desire is that the dis- 
cussions shall be as full, as frank 
and as free as possible. It is from 
an interchange of views on such 
lines that an acceptable solution is 
most likely to emerge. 

I have, of course, no intention 
whatever of attempting to dictate 
how these deliberations should be 
conducted, but there are three 
matters which I would earnestly 
ask you to bear in mind. First, I 
would suggest that too much time 
should not be devoted to the dis- 
cussion of past history. We live 
in an ever changing world and 
must face facts as they exist to- 
day. No plan, however firmly 
rooted in the past, which fails 
to give due weight to the exist- 
ing situation is likely to provide 
a solution of our difficulties. 


Secondly, I would urge the im- 
portance, throughout our pro- 
ceedings, of recognizing that no 
settlement is possible in Pales- 
tine unless each community is 
prepared to take account of 
the other’s interests and to 
make the concessions necessary 
for peace. You, as statesmen, 
know that no conference can 
achieve anything if those at- 
tending it have made up their 
minds in advance and are de- 
termined to adhere to precon- 
ceived opinions. In a matter of 
this kind, where a great clash 
of interests is involved, there 
must be give and take. It is 
only along the path of negotia- 
tion, where all views are re- 
spected, weighed and taken into 
consideration, that we can hope 
to emerge into the daylight. 

Finally, we must all remem- 
for that the Palestine prob- 
lem cannot be treated in isola- 
tion but must be regarded 
against the wider background 
of world policy. Palestine is a 
tiny country, but everything 
that happens in it has reactions 
in a far wider sphere. To plan 
for Palestine while ignoring 
these reactions would be to 
shut one’s eyes to the realities 
of the case; the structure might 
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seem worthy but the founda- 
tions would be on sand, 


It is fitting that the whole of 
this broad background should be 
surveyed in a spirit of friendship 
at this conference table. For 
anything that affects the Arab 
peoples is a matter of interest to 
the British people and in the 
same way the destiny of Britain 
is, I believe, a matter of impor- 
tance to the Arabs. We are asso- 
ciated in a natural partnership. 
Sometimes it has seemed that the 
harmony of this partnership is 
threatened by the impact upon it 
of events in Palestine. It is my 
earnest hope that we shall succeed 
in removing that danger by frank- 
ly explaining our difficulties to 
one another and searching to- 
gether for a solution on which 
you and we can honorably egree. 


Heavy Responsibility. 

You are to consider a problem 
of the utmost complexity; a heavy 
weight of responsibility rests upon 
you in dealing with it. But a 
way must be found and I am con- 
fident that you will approach the 
task of finding it with wisdom 
and with a full realization of the 
benefits, both in the Middle East 
and elsewhere, which would flow 
from a just and lasting settlement 
of the Palestine question. 

I regret that it will not be pos- 
sible’ for me personally to take 
part in your deliberations; the 
pressure of a prime minister’s du- 
ties is so heavy that I must leave 
it to my colleagues in the United 
Kingdom delegation to conduct 
the discussions, But I shall fol- 
low their course with the keenest 
interest and do all that I can to 
promote their success. 

I pray that the opening of this 
conference may be also the open- 
ing of a new and happier chapter 
in the history of Palestine. 

I anticipate great results from 
the personal contacts which are 
here being established. The fact 
that we are thus met together 
shows you the extent to which His 
Majesty’s government recognizes 
that Palestine is a subject of le- 
gitimate interest and concern to 
all the Arab peoples. And the fact 
that you have come here to meet 
us is, I hope, yet. further evidence 
of the bonds of friendship which 
unite you and your peoples with 


us and with the people of the 
British Empire.

Potsdam Pact Disregarded. 


In flat disregard of the Pots- 
dam agreement, 14 of the best 
beet sugar factories and the vital 
potash-producing Deutsche Solvay 
Werke have been dismantled and 
taken as reparations. The land 
reform has cut output by pur- 
posely limiting each farmer to a 
small, uneconomic acreage, in 
order to make all farmers totally 
dependent on the politically domi- 
nated farm machinery and fertiliz- 
er co-operatives. 

For these reasons, contrary to 
the general assumption, it is al- 
most certain that the feeding level 
in the Soviet Zone is already be- 
low that in the west. The Soviet 
ration cards promise higher ra- 
tion than ours, but in practice no 
one but party members and other 
favored personnel gets what.is on 
the card. 

Food will become scarcer still 
with the steep further decline of 
productivity in the zone which is 
now setting in. The cause of this 
decline is the shortage of raw ma- 
terials and especially steel. Zonal 
steel production is only 60,000 tons 
a quarter. The western zones pro- 
vide the Soviets with 100,000 tons 
more in exchange for brown coal. 
This quantity of steel is naturally 
utterly inadequate. 


Werhmacht stocks and local 
manufacturers’ stocks have been 
the main reliance of the industry 
in the zone until now, but these re- 
serves are exhausted, and steep 
declines in output can only be

Economical 
Menus for 
Tomorrow

GOOD refrigerator roll recipe 
Ai: prized by any cook but es- 

pecially by the one who cooks 
for a small family. A lot of cooks 
have trouble with refrigerator 
dough getting sour and off flavor 
after three days. And dough made 
up with milk loses its original 
fine quality sooner than one made 
with water. There are a few prin- 
ciples which need to be kept in 
mind when making such dough. 
The important ones are (1) the 
milk or water should be scalded 
to destroy organisms which might 
produce undesirable flavors. This 
liquid should then be chilled to 
at least 40 or 50 degrees which is 
60 degrees below the usual luke- 
warm stage. If it is convenient, 
the flour might, also be put into 
the refrigerator. Then when the 
dough is kneaded, it should not 
be allowed to rise, but should be 
placed immediately in the refriger- 
ator. 

To chill the dough fast before 
the yeast has had time to start 
fermentation, press it out into a 
flat sheet and place it between 
two sheets of wax paper so it will 
cool off faster. Then it can be 
rounded up into a ball and placed 
in the refrigerator. When ready 
to use, cut off only the portion of 
dough needed for making rolls, 
let it warm up, then shape into 
the desired forms, let rise until a 
little more than double in bulk 
and bake in the usual way. In this 
way, fresh rolls can be baked 
every day for six or seven days 
and all of them will be of high 
quality. 

Refrigerator Rolls. 


One and one-half cups water, 
two packages dry granular yeast, 
or two cakes ‘compressed yeast, 
one-half cup sugar, two teaspoons 
salt, two eggs, well beaten; six to 
six and one-fourth cups all-pfr- 
pose flour, one-third cup shorten- 
ing, melted. 


Heat water to boiling. Set in a 
pan of ice water to cool to 40 de- 
grees. Crumble yeast into one 
half cup of it and stir until 
smooth. Add remaining water, 
sugar, salt and eggs and three 
cups of the flour. Beat vigorous- 
ly until well blended. Add cooled 
shortening and beat well. Stir in 
all but one fourth cup of the re- 
maining flour. Turn dough out 
on board, cover dough with bowl, 
let stand five minutes, then knead 
until smooth and elastic, about 10 
minutes. To chill fast, press it 
out into a flat sheet and place it 
between two sheets of waxed 
paper so it will cool off. Then 
round up quickly into a ball and 
place in a chilled greased bowl. 
Cover, then return to the refrig- 
erator until ready to use. Remove 
the required amount from the re- 
frigerator as needed, and form 
into desired shaped rolls. Place in 
greased pans, cover and let rise in 
warm place (86 degrees) for about 
one and one fourth hours or until 
double in bulk. Bake at 400 de- 
grees for 10 to 12 minutes. Makes 
three dozen medium clover leaf 
rolls. 

Note: This dough should be 
punched down each day whether 
it is used or not. In this way it is 
possible to have fresh baked rolls 
every day for 5 or 6 days. 

Menus For Wednesday. . 
Breakfast — Fresh apricots, 
scrambled eggs, rye toast. 

Luncheon: Creamed tuna fish 
on toast, carrot and raisin salad, 
watermelon, remainder of orange 
oatmeal cookies. 

Dinner: Pan fried liver, boiled 
potatoes, saVory Swiss chard, com- 
bination salad, refrigerator rolls 
and butter, apple pie and cheese. 


Salad Dressing 


A nice salad dressing that is 
very popular in a New England 
inn—where it is used also as a 
sandwich spread — is especially 
worth-while just now when s0 
many salad dressings are hard to 
find. And, as it calls for no oil, 
hazard is eliminated also! 

Mix together three tablespoons 
of flour, one-half teaspoon dry 
mustard, one-half teaspoon salt, 
two tablespoons sugar and one- 
fourth teaspoon or more of pap- 
rika. (A dash of cayenne is not 
amiss.) Add one well-beaten egg, 
together with a cup of water and 
one-half cup of vinegar. 

Mix well and cook in the top of 
a double boiler until thickened, 
stirring all the time. Now mix in 
two tablespoons of butter and a 
cup of chopped pimentos. Cook 
gently for aboyt three minutes 
longer, cool and then store in the 
refrigerator*in a covered ‘jar.

sources and teaching facilities for 
the benefit of the 45,000,000 wage 
and salary earners.

THE Agricultural Extension 
Service in the Department of 
Agriculture now uses more than 
$44,000,000 of federal, state and 
local funds for services to some 
6,000,000 farmers and their fami- 

lies, totaling 20,000,000 persons. 


This new bill would really carry 
out the purposes of the Morrill 
Act of 1862, which provided for 
the “diffusion of useful informa- 
tion” for the benefit of persons 
engaged in agriculture and the 
mechanic arts. This bill is open 
for amendments between now 
and the convening of the next 
Congress in January. Therefore 
labor, teachers and other groups 
have been asked to study it, and 
improve it if possible. All of us 
should support it, because in 
wider education lies the solution, 
we hope, of some of our labor and 
management difficulties.

“Balm in Gilead.” 

T is from the Bible that we

The class establishments reek of 
respectability. 

“Unless you're interested in mar- 
riage,” I was told, “we'd rather 
you didn’t subscribe. This is not 
a date gervice.” 

That was Fifth Avenue. 

On Times Square’ there’s no 
bandying of words. You can have 
a date by nightfall and you don’t 
have to promise to marry the guy. 

But Fifth Avenue or Times 
Square—love is strictly C.O.D. 

The clients are not on a lark. 
They're deadly serious. You have 
to be serious to pay from $50 to 
$100 for six months of introduc- 
tions. 

There are two things the intro- 
duction industry is adamant about, 
You've got to be single—or about 
to be. And you mustn’t even hint 
that you want a rich husband. 

A buxom blonde in her late for- 
ties, operating in a hotel base- 
ment, warned me: 

“If you're sure you're going to 
divorce your husband, all right.” 
(I forgot to remove my wedding 
ring.) “But we-don’t want any of 
our men to get to like” you if 
you're not free, It might lead to 
complications.” 

Then reassuringly: 

“But I understand. I’ve been 
through it. You want to start all 
over again—new friends, new 
faces and good times to make you 
forget.”

‘safe exit—his remaining trump. 

Luckily for North-South, the 
declarer was able to win this in 
dummy with the nine. Now, when 
a low heart was led from the 
king, East was in the same di- 
lemma as before—he could not 
know whether to put wp the 
heart ace against the possible 
queen in the closed hand, or to 
duck on the premise that South 
was void of hearts. The latter 
possibility was certainly not far- 


fetched —indeed. South’s leap to 
six spades seemed to indicate a 
heart void and an eight-card solid 


spade suit. 


It was a difficult position and
